Fire Officials 
Issue Warning 


MONROE COUNTY FIREM EN'8 ASSN. last night charged 
that "sheer carelessness and Irresponsibility” on the part of 
county residents is endangering homes and properties all over 
the county. 
Harvey Burris, president of the Association, said that resi­ 
dents "have got to start using more caution in burning rubbish.” 
Burrish said that more than a dozen fires during recent days 
have been caused by improper burning al garbuge or weeds a1! 
over the county. 
The firemen's spokesman emphasized that "firemen 
aren’t complaining, they'll go right on doing the best 
job they can no matter what happens.” 
But jample have got to realize, Burris said, that all areas 
of the county are very dry and that wind-whipped rubbish fires 
sweep very easily out of control. 
In some cases, he said, buildings and valuable structure* on 
pro[w*rties are being endangered without any justifiable cause 
whatever. No rubbish fire should be started unless someone is 
there to watch it until it has burned itself out, he said. 
In cases where large piles of rubbish are to be burn­ 
ed, the homeowner would be wise to separate it into 
smaller piles and burn them at different times, he said. 
Fires should not be started in areas which are surrounded 
by high weeds, blush or dry grass, he said. 
Burris emphasized that Stroud Township firemen 
have had eight fires in the past two day*. In all cases, 
he said, the spread of the fires could have been pre­ 
vented by proper guard. 
Storm Of Protest Develops 
Over Bill In Legislature

A STORM of protest is developing in Monroe County over a bill 
now pending in the H arrisburg legislature. 
The bill 
called officially Senate Bill S-35 — would prevent taxing 
bodies in fourth to eighth class counties from raising their tax income 
more than a specified amount af-4^ 
ter county tax equalization goes 
into effect. 
Major reason for local resent­ 
m ent of the bill is the fact that 
it would, in effect, doom participa­ 
tion by some townships in school 
building projects. 
In essence, S-35 would amend 
the 
Tax 
Equalization 
Law 
for 
fourth to eighth class counties bv 
requiring political sub-divisions to 
reduce their tax (or millage) rates 
as soon as equalization is in effect 
Jn the county. 
The new bill would force school 
districts to reduce their tax rates 
(if necessary, the bill says) so that 
the “total am ount of taxes levied 
against real estate that year shall 
not be more than 110 percent of 
the am ount levied the preceding 
year.” 
Unfeasible 
This would mean — in the case 
of such townships as Price and 
Smithfield in the East Stroudsburg 
Area Jointure — that participa­ 
tion in school construction would 
be totally unfeasible for at least 
the one-year period. 
Authoritative sources in H arris­ 
burg, however, have indicated that 
the bill might be amended, if pass­ 
ed this time, so that taxes could 
be increased only on a “graduated" 
basis. That would mean that taxes 
could be raised orly a given per­ 
centage — perhaps IO or 15 per­ 
cent — per year.

THE CHURCH through centuries 
has been observing Lent as a sea­ 
son of fasting and self denial, as 
though there were some inherant 
value in these practices. But it is 
doubtful if fasting and self denial 
have any great value in themselves 
I doubt if God is very much in­ 
terested in our denying ourselves 
certain indulgences for a period 
of 40 days only io resume them 
at the end of that period. 
If lenten practices have no per­ 
manent value, they have no value 
at all. If Easter leaves us on the 
same low level of thinking and 
acting and self indulgence that we 
occupied before lent began, then 
the entire effort .has been value­ 
less. The tragedy of Easter is that 
we regard it as a ‘climax” instead 
of a “beginning.” The first Easter 
was the beginning of life for the 
church. Why not this Easter? 
The Scripture oasis of Lent Is 
the 40 days fasting of the Christ 
in the wilderness; but Christ did 
not go into wilderness merely to 


fast or to be teirypted of the devil 
as the Scripture suggests. Ile went 
into the wilderness rather to think 
through the significance of His 
Divine Vocation. “This is my well 
beloved Son,” He Pad been called 
of God to be Savior of the w’orld. 
So absorbed was He In His 
thinking and planning that He 
gave no thought to food until 
His plans were matured. The 
fasting 
was 
incidental, 
the 
thinking and planning were pri­ 
mary. 
M ahatm a Gandhi used to say 
at the end of his long fasts, when 
his body was weak nigh 
unto 
death, that his mind was singularly 
clear. If fasting tends to clarify 
the mind, then by all means, let us 
fast,-for we need to do a LOT of 
CLEAR thinking concerning OUR 
Divine Vocation, for we, too, are 
called to be “sons of God.” Our 
responsibilities to a lost 
world 
need to be carefully and prayer­ 
fully THOUGHT THROUGH.

Pennsylvania Should See Fit To Make 
Corporate Taxes Attractive To Industry 


TH I MCHIAND FUNG 


IVnnsylvantii is badly in n w l of nru 
iud list lies. The State Deiwrtment of Com­ 
merce is conducting a $200,000 advertising 
campaign to attract industry and has had 
some small successes. 
But it is handicapped by our high cor- 
jMiration taxes. The Legislature gives every 
sign of willingness to exempt manufactur­ 
ers from the capital stork tax beginning 
next year, it is gratifying to note. 
But 
that may not lie enough. 
The corporate net income tax. raised to 
six iiercent last session in the face of evi­ 
dence that Penn ylvania’s high taxes on 
industry put it at competitive disadvantage 
with other states, is going to fie kept at 
six percent. That is discouraging news. 
State taxes on business and industry are 
considerably higher than in most other 
states. This tends to raise the price of 
goods manufactured in Pennsylvania arid 
puts our corporations at a com petitive dis­ 
advantage. 


Pennsylvania obtains al milt 25 percent of 
its state revenue from corporation taxes, 
against only two or three percent in Ohio. 
The t niversaM ’yclops Steel Corp. of P itts­ 
burgh is turning to Ohio to upend 25 mil­ 
lion dollars on an expansion program b e ­ 


c a u s e of “ h ig h t a x e s and power rates” in 
Pennsylvania. 
Industries can recoup some of their state 
tax losses by applying them as credits for 
federal tax purposes, but this maneuver 
still does not wipe out the disparity that 
results from Pennsylvania's high corpor­ 
ate tax rate. 
And ifs only natural that 
industries will locate in states where they 
can make the most money. 
Pieing ail industrial state basically, Penn­ 
sylvania's prosperity turns heavily on its 
industries and its businesses. Those re­ 


sponsible for our taxing policies should 
take this into consideration in arriving at 
rates thai must Is* paid by nu lunations

two townships would be able to 
raise sufficient taxes to foot their 
share of the bill. 
The bill would mean that both 
Price and Smithfield

others in the jointure—could raise 
only IO percent more in taxes than 
they have raised during the year 
before equalization goes in. 
County Commissioners in Monroe 
have estim ated that the equaliza­ 
tion program "may be finished" by 
the last of this year.
